Will Revive Old Splendors 


Stockholm in Gala Dress for Marriage Thurs- 
day of Princess Astrid and Heir of 
Throne of Belgium. 


By the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, Oct. 830.—Scenes 


reminiscent of seventeenth century 
when Sweden was a military power 
of the first magnitude and was

monies surrounding the marriage 
of Crown Prince Leopold, of Bel- 
gium and Princess Astrid, niece of 
King Gustav of Sweden. 

There will be the clatter of cav- 


alry, rattling sabres, the roar of 
field guns, the tramp of infantry 
and the glitter of steel helmets. 
No other European country in 
years has made such claborate 
preparations for a brilliant wed- 
ding pageant, despite the fact that 
socialism in one form or another 
is playing an important role in 
the alliance of two royal families. 

The royal court has encouraged 
a display of magnificence in the 
ceremonies leading up to the cele- 
bration of the civil marriage of 
the royal pair on Thursday. In 
this the public has joined, chiefly 
because it loves princess Astrid and 
regards the match as one of love, 
which they admit has not always 
been the case in the betrothals o7 
royal personages in diferent na- 
tions. 

The Belgian King and Queen 
will find Stockholm awaiting them 
With open arms when they arrive 
on Tuesday morning. The city will 
be decorated throughout and the 
royal visitors will be greeted at the 
railroad ‘station by King Gustav, 
Queen Victoria and many of the 
highest dignitaries.

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? SENTENCED TO HANG 
DESPITE GUILTY PLEA 


Chicago Youths Who Killed 
Three Persons Had Hoped 
to Escape Noose. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—Two mur- 
derers who pleaded guilty of kill- 
ing three persons today were sen- 
tenced to hang, the second time 
that the death penalty has been 
imposed here on a guilty plea. The 
men were James  Gricius and 
Thomas McWane, who shot two 
men and a woman during a series 
of robberies in Cicero, a suburb, 
last July. They were sentenced to 
die Dec. 31. Gricius is 21 years old 
and McWane 19. 

The sentence was imposed by 
Judge Harry Miller. Defense at- 
torneys had entered pleas of guilty 
in the hope of saving their clients’ 
necks. 

Gricius and McWane_ kidnaped 
Ludwig Rose, a taxi driver, bound 
him and took him and his car on 
a tour of the west side during 
which they came upon Frederick 
Hein, a Sunday School Superintend- 
ent, and his fiancec, Miss Marie 
Blang, 23, sitting in a parked au- 
tomobile in front of her home. 
They tried to hold up Hein and his 
companion and when Hein made a 
move of resistance and Miss Blang 
screamed they shot and killed both, 
and killed the tax! driver as he 
tried to escape from the taxicab. 

When Gricius was arrested he 
was planning a fourth slaying, that 
of a former employer, because he 
had suffered the loss of 1 finger 
while employed by him, and he ex- 
viained the series of holdups and 
resultant slayings were io obtain 
funds to finance his defense when 
he killed his employer. 

The two pleaded guil’v last week 
but refused to offer any testimony 
in mitigation of punishment, stat- 
ing that they “pleaded gullty, and 
that’s all there jis to it.” 

Judge Miller termed the 
“cold-blooded, unprovoked 
der.”

Gricius stared at the Judge 
for a time and then said, “I’m net 
guilty,” and sentence was pro- 
nounced.

MATHEWS, Va., Oct. 30.—Tieut. 
Frank H. Conant Jr., navy Schnei- 
der cup race flyer, is believed to 
have been killed when his plane 
crashed and sank in shallow water 
near here at 2 p. m. today. 

The plane crashed while flying 
over Winter Harbor, 30 miles north 
of Norfolk. Efforts to raise the 
craft have been futile and no trace 
of Conant has been found. 

The plane was identified by 
number as the one that Conant 
was flying. He was alone, prac- 
ticing for the speed races to be held 
over Hampton Roads Nov. ll. 

Conant, a junior grade Lieuten- 
ant, was recognized as one of the 
navy’s ablest speed and stunt fly- 
ers. He was 27 years old and was 
assigned at present to duty with 
the Bureau of Aeronautics in the 
Navy Department in Washington. 

On Sept. 28 he claimed a record 
in flying from New York to Hamp- 
ton Roads, an airline distance of 
312 miles, in two hours flat—a 
speed of 156 miles an hour. 


Was Flying From Anacosta, Md., 
to Hampton Roads, 
By the Associated Press. 

NORFOLK, Va., Oct. 30.— 
Lieutenant Frank H. Conant, Jr., 
who was believed to have been 
killed in a crash of his racing plane 
in Chesapeake Bay this afternoon, 
was on the way from Anacosta, 
Md., to the Hampton Roads Naval 
air station. Word that he had 
left Anacosta was sent to the naval 
authorities here and when Conant 
failed to appear in a reasonable 
time, the station at Anacosta was 
informed of the delay. News that 
his plane had crashed was not re- 
ceived until it was too late to send 
out a searching plane. 

Information received at Norfolk 
from Mathews by telephone tonight 
was that the crash occurred at 1:30 
p. m., about a mile offshore.

Several merchants fn the 
vicinity of his store had been held 
up and robbed—he didn’t intend 
to be. 

Fired at Armed Robber. 

When his opportunity came, at 
10:55 o’clock Friday night, he was 
leaning on a counter, reading a 
magazine, in the rear of his store. 
His 15-year-old messenger, Lester 
Lefholz, was up in front. Two men. 
one displaying a revolver, walked 
in and compelled the boy to lie 
on the floor. One robber attempt- 
ed to open the cash register, failed, 
and commanded the boy to open it. 
They did not see Wilson, crouched 
behind three rolls of wrapping 
paper. 

“IT was busy reading and didn't 
know what was going on until 
then,” Wilson later related. “When 
I heard the strange voice I looked 
up and realized robbers had come 
at last. I pulled my revolver from 
under my belt, shouted to Lester to 

. wet out of the way, and took a shot 
at the armed robber, the one near- 
est the door. 

Propped Revolver. 

“TT got him. He bent over and 

cried, ‘He’s got me.’ He did 
«. Bhoot at me, but stumbled to the 
sidewalk, with his pal assisting him. 
I emptied my revolver at them, five 
shots altogether. They got away in 
an automobile, which had been 
parked outside.” 

The armed robber dropped his 
revolver on the sidewalk, where 
Wilson recovered it. It is initialed 
oe ae. 

Twenty minutes after the rob- 
bers’ departure, John Wade, 25 
years old, an ex-convict, who has 
been arrested 40 times, and Wil- 
liam Tauck, 22, who has no police 
record, applied at the Baptist Hos- 
pital, Garrison and Franklin ave- 
Wade was 
shot in the left breast and right 
arm, Lauck was wounded twice in 
the back. Wilson identified them 
as the robbers. 

Wade and Lauck, however, de- 
clared Wilson was mistaken. They 
{nsisted they were wounded by a 
fusilalde from a passing automobile 
as they stood. at Fourteenth street 
and Cass avenue, waiting to meet 
two girl acquaintances. No one in 
that neighborhood had heard shots, 
but they stuck to their story.

Pontiff Breaks Tradition of 
Century at Ceremony in 
the Papal Palace.

ROME. Oct. 30.—The ancient 


Papal Palace witnessed this morn- 
ing one of its most touching scenes 
in centuries, when Pope Pius joined 
in holy matrimony his niece, Marie 
Luisa Ratti, and the Marchese Id- 
uardo Persichetti tgolini, eouncil- 
lor of the Nicaraguan legation to 
the Holy See. 

In officiating at the ceremony, 
the Pontiff broke a tradition of 
nearly a century. Recent Popes 
have felt that, though baptism and 
marriage are sacraments, they were 
accompanied by so much social 
pomp that it was not suitable for 
the Pope to participate. When this 
was hinted to the Pope he said: 

“T baptized and confirmed Marie 
luisa, gave her her first commu- 


nion; I shall marry her.’ 

The marriage, in the chapel of 
St. Mathilda, was attended by ihe 
relatives of the bride and bride- 
groom, Cardinals, diplomats ac- 
credited to the Holy See, as well 
as papal chamberlains and mem- 


bers of the Roman aristocracy. The 
bride, a slight, pretty blond, was 
dressed in white brocade, with high 
neck, long sleeves, and a fine lace 


veil. She was the only woman not 
robed in black, with black lace 
mantilla, as papal court etiquette 


commands, 

The Pope said mass after the 
marriage ceremony and then ad- 
dressed the bride and bridegroom: 

“To say ‘be happy’ is more chan 


a pious wish. I desire it should be 
a prophecy. Your mutual affe>- 
tion and mutual promises, cele-

Each 
has opposition, but chief interest 
centers In Wurzbach, because of 
differences between him and party 
leaders. 

The general election in Texas has 
aroused little interest, since Demo- 
cratic nomination is considered 
equivalent to election.

In a canvasv of rooming houses, |

,about 60 voting precincts of the

It is unquestionably 
responsible for most of the bad pic- 
tures that are produced—and I 
need hardly explain that 4his ts a 
large responsibility. 

When the movies were In the 
subinfancy there were no stars at 
all. Pictures appeared without men- 
tion of directors, camera men, 
scenarists, technicians, title writers 
or players. Mary Pickford was re- 
ferred to vaguely as “the Biograph 
blonde,” and John Bunny was 
merely “that fat man with the 
funny face.” 

Then personalities began to be 
developed: Miss Pickford, Mr 
Bunny, Maurice Costello, Arthur 
Johnston, Florence Lawrence, Anita 
Stewart. King Baggot, Broncho 
Billy Anderson and others became 
known by name. 

The popularity of the cinema was 
spreading, and there was a tre- 
mendous rush to this new Klon- 
dike of the entertainment world. 
Fur dealers, pants pressers, button- 
hole makers, shoe-lace salesmen 
and representatives of every con- 
ceivable trade and profession sud- 
denly found themselves in the show 
business, operating theaters where 
animated photographs were shown. 

These men had had no previous 
experience in the theatrical game. 
They knew nothing of the ballyhoo 
principles of showmanship that 
were formulated by that great plo- 
neer, Phineas T. Barnum. They 
consequently were unable to give 
their offerings the necessary ex- 
ploitation. 

It was impossible at that time to 
exploit the stories of the picture, 
which meant even less gpen than 
they mean now. Nor ca#aAd the di- 
rectors be advertised: not even D. 
W. Griffith had managed to gain a 
reputation outside his own studio. 

So the theater owners leaped 
hungrily upon the increasingly fa- 
mous names of stars, They plas- 
tered these names all over the fa- 


cades of their theaters; they dis- 
played these names on billboards 
throughout their towns; they em- 


blazoned these names in large type 

in the columns of the dally press. 
Thus it came to pass that the 

stars assumed vast and utterly dis- 


proportionate importance.

The desire of Queen Marie to visit 
the United States was looked upon as 
one more notoriety stunt on her part.

In 1920. It waa on the Simplon-Ex- 
press-Orient from Paris to Buchareat 
I had been sent there by the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee to do war relief 
work.
